The first Northern by-election will follow 
hard upon the opening of the new Parlia- 
mentary session. Colonel Woods, who 
scored a double victory in the last contests. 
has decided to sit for West Belfast, thus 
leaving a vacancy in the South. This 
division, since the days when. it was the 
cockpit of the Sloanite revolt against the 
long-extinct Conservative Association. 
always has presented problems that gravely 
exercised official Unionism; and the diffi- 
culties have not been reduced by the 
enlargement of the constituency under the | 
Act of 1920 to include areas that were 
formerly apportioned to West Belfast. If, 
as is suggested, Mr. Babington, K.C., is 
to fight the seat for the Government, 
Ministers have selected a strong candidate. 
On the other hand, Labour, relying on its 
success in the last elections, may be trusted 
to spare no efforts to marshal all its re- 
sources ; and, in spite of Sir James Craig’s 
recent deliverances against ‘‘ independents,”’ 
it is certain that unofficial candidates will 
enter the lists in the hope that their 
adventure may prove to be as fortunate as 
that of Colonel Woods. The contest’s real 
interest for outsiders will lie in the light 
that it may throw upon essential] differ- 
ences of policy between various parties in 
Northern Ireland. This is a matter upon 


badly informed. No doubt, it is natural 
to assume that opposition to an official 
candidate means opposition to the whole 
official programme ; but the assumption is 
not true in the case of “ independent '' 
candidates, and, perhaps, not even in the 
case of Labour.

This is 
i & consideration which has not received in 
the Free Stafe the attention that it 
deserves. Some of us, apparently, cherish 
the idea that, though legislative com- 
pulsion cannot be relied upon to ex- 
tort a surrender, the natural play 
of economic forces is breaking down 
the bases of Sir James Craig’s Govern- 
ment. Is there any real foundation for 
this view? Northern industries obviously 
are hard hit, and distress is more 
severe in the Six Counties than at any 
period in living memory.

The New Juggernaut. 

Throughout the world the rapid increase 
of motor traffic is accompanied by an 
appalling increase in road accidents. In 
Constantinople ,a novel means has been 
devised to assist the police in controlling 
street traffic. Planks, studded with nails, 
have been issued, which the police throw 
down at a distance of one yard before 
any chosen car. If the car fails to pull 
up before it punctures its: tyres on the 
nails, this fact is taken as proof that its 
brakes are defective, and the driver is 
punished accordingly. Equally drastic, if 
less picturesque, measures - are needed 
in Dublin. During the past month 
there have been over one hundred street 
accidents in the Free State capital— 
double the average number per month last 
year. The danger does not proceed from 
the increase in motor traffic alone. A 
large proportion of the daily accidents is 
caused by badly-lighted or uhlighted 
bicycles. Pedestrians crossing the road 
get past the dazzling lights of motor cars, 
only to be run down by bicycles which are 
invisible in the gloom beyond. At present 
the police and municipal authorities 


throughout the Free State must work | 


with traffic regulations dating from 1875— 
regulations framed when there were no 
motor cars and virtually no bicycles in 
existence. It ought to be part of the 
earliest business of the Oireachtas after 
the recess to fortify the authorities 
with powers to deal with modern traffic 
problems. Many measures are obviously 
overdue. In the first place, traffic 
should be diverted from congested centres 
by a well-thought-out scheme for its even 
distribution through the main traffic 
channels. Secondly, the “white line '— 
already laid down at three points in 
Clontarf by the Irish Motorists’ Union at 
its own expense—should be applied, either 
by the police or the municipal authorities, 
at all busy centres. Pedestrians should 
be compelled to eross the busier streets 
only at stated points, as in Paris. The 
habit of darting into the roadway wherever 
the whim seizes him not merely leads the 
pedestrian into danger, but inflicts an 
unfair strain on motorists and cyclists. 
“Dazzle” lights on motor cars should 
be prohibited, and the carrying of lights, 
both front and rear, should be enforced 


tions would do a great service. to the, 
community if they would organise some 
such demonstration as a “Safety First” 
Week, putting before the public. the 
testimony of traffic experts and hospital 
authorities. Recently the British Hospitals 
Association, reporting a great increase in 
the number of motoring accidents, appealed 
for legislation enabling hospitals to obtain 
a proportion of the compensation awarded 
to the victims of accidents. At 
present the increased number of street 
accidents throws a burden on hospital 
funds which restricts the services avail- 
able for other patients than those struck 
down by the new Juggernaut.

Science and the Bible. 


If Dr. Hubert Grimme, of Minster 
University, really has made a discovery 
of the first paleographic and Biblical im- 
portance, the honours must be divided 
equally between G@man and British 
scholarship. In 1905 Dr, Flinders Petrie 
found on the slopes of Mount Sinai 
several stone tablets, inscribed with 
characters which were unknown, but were 
not unlike Egyptian hieroglyphics. The 
tablets were photographed and casts of 
some of them were taken ; but the inscrip- 
tions remained undeciphered till 1915, 
when Dr. Alan Gardiner, the English 
Egyptologist, succeeded in isolating 
seventeen consonants. Following this 
Clue, Professor Grimme, with two other 
German scholars, worked out an entire 
alphabet of twenty-two letters; and they. 
have discovered—or think that they have 
discovered—that the language of the in- 
scriptions is almost identical with, the 
Hebrew of the Bible, that they date from 
about B.C. 1500, and were the work, not 
of a native, but of a foreigner who had 
mastered the literary mechanism. From 
these assumptions Dr. .Grimme draws the 
conclusion—immensely important, if it 
is true—that he has discovered the first 
writing in sentences, and that Hebrew 
was the first language to be communicated 
by phonetic Jetters. To this he adds a

‘Already large material benefits—of which 
the Canadian figures are but an index — 
. have begun to flow from that splendid 
} manifestation of imperial unity. Of those 
benefits the Irish Free State has enjoyed 
no part; for it failed to take advantage of 
its privileges. The Free State Government 
took no stéps to secure representation at 
Wembley, alleging the lethargy of Irish 
farmers and business men as the cause. 
We believe that an energetic lead, such as 
was given by the Governments of the other 
Dominions, would have called forth enthu- 
siastic support for a Free State Pavilion. 
Who can. guess what bulk of orders for 
Free State produce has been lost by the 
Free State’s absence? Who can guess how 
many Free State business houses, if they 
had exhibited at Wembley, might have 
reaped as much advantage as the 150 
Canadian firms which have been encouraged 
to open London offices ?

POSITION OF CYCLISTS. 

\n important seetion of the draft bill 
deals with pedestrian traffic and cyclista.

The complaint 
has been made that cyclists monopolise the 
centre of the roadway and cause a great 
deal of traffic congestion, in addition to 
being responsible, directly or indirectly, for 
inany of the accidents which are of daily 
occurrence.

light and a red light is shown at the rear.

Not a few accidents are caused by the 
carelessness of pedestrians, who walk on 
to the road entirely regardless of the 
traffic.

He declared “that diplomati¢ cireles hoped 
that the United States might see its way 
after the working of the Pact is assured at 
least to co-operate with the Western States 
through the gue in building a dam against 
the Russian menace, thus enabling European 
nations to get rid of part of their arms 
burden.

work carried on by private enterprise. 

Another thing that was important in con- 
nection with economy in housing estates was 
traffic. It was important to make a distinc- 
tion in the width of the actual carriage-way 
and roads which were to be required only to 
serve particular houses that were to be built 
on them. Provision should be made for widen- 
i ing the carriage-ways as traffic developed. 

The advantage of having the houses set well 
back was that there was less expense in 
making. roads to suit this imereased traffic 
when it became nécessary to do So. 

It was most important to get the maximum 
of sunshine and air into the houses. They 
should, if possible, build self-contained houses 
and study their aspect very carefully. 

Having spoken of alternative provision of 
houses for a percentage of those in the con- 
gested areas, Captain Reiss said that when 
| they began to provide for the surplus popula- 
| tion they would find that they would have 
to remove them a considerable distance, 
hecanse sites were expensive, or there were 
no sites at all, and then the cost of 
transport arose. When considering the clear- 
ing of slums they must take into account, the 
location of industry and trade, and they must 
consider the problem of re-housing in relation 
to the problem of industry and transport as 
well. The idea of housing a proportion of 
the population in “ satellites,” as opposed to 
suburbs, where they could get their land 
eheaper and provide industrial sites so that 
a proportion of the people’ would be nearer 
their work becanse their work would eo out

Mr. Drury asked whether it was a fact that 
the Dublin Corporation owned ‘a considerable 
amount of property outside the city boundary. 

Mr. J. J. Murphy, Town Clerk, replied that 
the Corporation had had large estates outside 
the Boundary, but under the various Land 
Acts they had hecome the. property of the 
tenants. At present the Corporation owned 
some 200 acres in Unper Drumcondra, just 
beyond Whitehall, The city boundary was 
at Whitehall, and. the Corporation, therefore, 
had no power to develop their own property, 
which was under the control of the North 
Dublin Rural District Council... The North 
Dublin Rural District Council could not pro- 
vide a water supply or a sewerage system 
for a housing scheme there, because they had 
no water supply or outlet for sewage. The 
Corporation had co-operated with the North 
Dublin Rural District Council in the develop- 
ment of Kiilesier. At present there were 
about 300 houses at Killester paying rates to 
the North Dublin Rural District Council, 
while the Corporation supplied the more 
essential services. 


PUBLIC MONUMENTS PROTECTION, 
Mr. Ryan said that the Minister for Educa- 
tion should be empowered to protect beautiful 
walle or gates, or natural beauties, such as 
trees, on these housing sites. What could be 
done, he asked, ‘with the numerous old 
Georgian stables in Dublin, which were at 
present used as rather inconvenient garages’ 
Captain Reiss said that in England the 
Protection of Public Monuments and the 
Town Planning Acts gave the desired protec- 
tion in matters such as Mr. Ryan had referred 
to, but he could not give him any suggestions 
about the stables.
